AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  area  of  the  Administrative  County  in  acres  is  345,048.  It  is  divided  into 
21  Urban  Districts  and  6 Rural  Districts. 

For  the  year  1920  the  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be:

The  figures  for  1919  are  given  in  parenthesis. 

The  method  of  arriving  at  this  estimate  is  explained  by  the  Registrar-General 
as  follows : — 

The  “ death-rate  population  ” excludes  all  non-civilian  males,  whether  serv- 
ing at  home  or  abroad.  This  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  local  death-rates 
because  it  has  proved  impossible  to  transfer  the  deaths  of  non-civilians  to  their  areas 
of  residence  or  to  deal  in  any  other  satisfactory  manner  with  the  local  mortality  of 
this  element  in  the  population.  These  estimates  are  based  mainly  upon  the  rationing 
returns  kindly  placed  at  the  Registrar-General’s  disposal  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  “ birth-nate  (and  marriage-rate)  population  ” on  the  other  hand  is  intended 
to  include  all  the  elements  of  the  population  contributing  to  the  birth  and  marriage 
rates.  It  consists,  therefore,  of  the  death-rate  or  civilian  population  plus  all  non- 
civilians enlisted  from  this  country,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad.  This  non- 
civilian  element  has  been  distributed  over  all  the  districts  in  the  country  in  propor- 
tion to  their  estimated  civilian  population.  The  only  district  this  concerns  for  the 
year  1920  is  the  Monmouth  Urban  District.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Administrative  County,  as 
shown  in  the  Registrar-General’s  table,  was  4,379,  as  compared  with  4,171  in 
1919,  4,943  in  1918,  3,822  in  1917,  4,979  in  1916,  5,083  in  1915,  4,356  in  1914, 
and  4,272  in  1913. 

The  general  death-rate,  calculated  upon  the  estimated  population  of  369,370 
works  out  at  11*9  per  1,000  living.  In  1919,  the  rate  was  11-7,  in  1918,  15-3,  in 
1917,  11-7,  in  1916,  12-9,  in  1915,  15-3,  in  1914,  12-8,  and  in  1913,  13-05.  For  the 
Urban  Districts  the  rate  for  1920  was  11-8  and  for  the  Rural  Districts,  12-6 

The  death-rate  continues  to  be  gratifyingly  low.  It  is  much  lower  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  "Whies  (12-4).

This  table  is  one  of  very  great  interest.  The  Infant  Mortality  figures  for 
industrial  Monmouthshire  exceed  those  of  rural  Monmouthshire,  after  the  first 
month,  but  there  is  a much  closer  approximation  of  the  figures  this  year  than  in 
previous  years.  Last  year  the  Urban  death-rate  was  20-1  per  1,000  births  higher 
than  the  Rural  rate,  but  this  year  the  difference  has  been  reduced  to  13-3.  The 
deaths  under  one  week  of  age  are  in  the  main  the  results  of  ante-natal  causes  and  the 
accidents  and  injuries  incurred  at  the  time  of  parturition. 

Over  a number  of  years  it  has  been  found  that  during  the  later  period  of 
infant  life  (from  the  fourth  to  the  fifty-second  week  of  life)  the  Urban  child  in  its 
struggle  for  existence  is  at  a considerable  disadvantage,  for  the  chances  of  survival 
of  the  Rural  child  are  infinitely  better  than  those  of  the  Urban  child. 

X.B. — The  figures  in  the  above  two  tables  were  supplied  by  the  District 
Medical  Officers,  and  the  total  differs  slightly  to  that  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
General.

An  analysis  of  tlie  causes  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  brings  out  some 
interesting  points.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  various  diseases  have  been 
grouped  together  under  certain  headings,  thus : — 

1.  — Infectious  Diseases  include  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Influenza,  etc. 

2.  — Diarrhoeal  Diseases  include  Diarrhoea,  Enteritis,  and  Gastritis. 

3.  — Wasting  Diseases  include  Premature  Birth,  Congenital  Defects,  Injury  at 
Birth,  Want  of  Breast  Milk,  etc.,  Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus,  and  Atelectasis. 

The  reason  for  the  grouping  of  these  diseases  together  is  that  we  feel  certain 
that  such  indefinite  headings  as  Debility,  Atrophy,  Marasmus,  etc.,  must  contain 
some  deaths  which  should  have  been  registered  as  due  to  prematurity  and  vice  versa. 
Under  the  circumstances,  a lesser  source  of  error  is  introduced  hv  considering*  these 
diseases  together  under  one  heading. 

4.  — ■Tubercular  Diseases  include  all  Tubercular  Diseases. 

5- — Respiratory  Diseases  include  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

Chart  X illustrates  the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  these  groups  of  diseases 
from  1908  to  1920. 

Tubercular  Diseases  rank  lowest,  varying  but  slightly  from  1 death  per  1 ,000 
births  in  1909,  to  3 in  1910  and  1911 , down  again  to  1 in  1912,  up  to  2 in  1913.  and 
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back  to  1 in  1914.  In  1915  the  rate  again  went  up  to  2,  and  it  remained  at-  that 
figure  for  1916,  but  in  1917  dropped  to  -8.  In  1918  it  rose  to  1,  remained  the  same 
for  1919,  and  dropped  again  to  -8  in  1920. 

Infectious  Diseases  rose  from  4 in  1909,  through  7 in  1910  and  1911  to  11  in 
1912,  down  again  to  4 in  1913,  and  up  to  5 in  1914.  The  rate  for  1915  jumped  to  12 
per  1,000  births,  through  an  epidemic  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  but  it  came 
down  again  to  4 in  1916,  and  in  1917  dropped  further  to  3.  In  1918  owing  to  the 
Influenza  epidemic  the  rate  rose  to  10,  but  it  fell  to  6 for  1919,  although  there  were 
15  deaths  from  Influenza  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  There  is  a rise  to  9 for  the 
year  1920,  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  most  variable  cause  of  rise  and  fall  of  the  infantile  mortality,  chart  is 
seen  in  the  tracing  of  the  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  Line,  the  rise  and  fall  of  which  corres- 
pond very  closely  with  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  general  county  infantile  mortality 
figure.  During  1913,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  rose  10  points,  while  the  Diarr- 
hoeal Diseases  rate  rose  11  points.  In  1914  the  rate  for  these  diseases  dropped  a 
point.  There  was  an  appreciable  decline  in  tbe  figure  for  1915,  and  in  1916  it 
■came  down  to  6 — -the  lowest  on  record  for  the  Administrative  County.  In  1917  the 
rate  was  7,  at  which  figure  it  was  maintained  in  1918,  1919,  and  it  is  the  same  for 
1920. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — In  1908  our  infantile  mortality  rate  from  these 
diseases  attained  the  unenviable  position  of  highest  in  the  whole  country,  reaching 
a figure  of  28  per  1,000  births.  In  1909  the  tracing  dropped  to  20,  but  rose  through 
23  for  1910  and  1911.  to  24  for  1912.  In  1913  the  tracing  for  these  diseases 
dropped  to  19,  but  it  again  rose  to  21  in  1914.  The  rate  (29)  for  1915  was  the 
highest  for  many  years,  but  in  1916  it  dropped  to  17  and  in  1917  to  16.  For  the 
year  1918  tbe  rate  was  21,  falling  to  17  in  1919,  where  it  remains  for  the  year  1920. 

Still  higher  in  the  scale,  as  a cause  of  Infantile  Mortality,  comes  the  diseases 
we  have  classified  as  Wasting  Diseases.  The  figure  for  1909  was  38;  for  1910,  40  : for 
1911,  43;  for  1912,  37;  and  for  1913  and  19 1 4,  42.  There  was  a big  rise  in  this 
rate  for  1915,  i.e.,  to  50,  but  in  1916  there  was  a decline  to  37,  with  a further  fall  to 
35  for  1917,  36  for  1918,  and  34  for  1919.  This  year’s  rate  of  32  is  the  lowest  on 
record. 

MEASURES  USED  WITHIN  THE  COUNTY  FOR  PURPOSES 
OF  REDUCTION  OF  INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  subject  is  fully  dealt  with  in  the  Report  upon  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  for  the  year  1920,  which  has  already  been  published  and  presented  to  the 
Council. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OYER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES, 

At  the  end  of  this  section  is  a tabular  summary  of  the  notifications  of  infec- 
tious diseases  received  at  this  office  from  the  District  Medical  Officers.  The  total 
number  of  notifications  received  was  3,242,  as  compared  with  3,458  in  1919,  9,178 
in  1918,  5,489  in  1917,  5,561  in  1916,  and  4,045  in  1915.  That  measles  is  not  now  a 
notifiable  disease,  is  the  reason  for  the  reduction  in  the  total  this  year. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  are  Small  Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup),  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (including 
Typhus,  Enteric,  and  Continued  Fevers),  and  Diarrhoea. 

These  diseases  caused  423  deaths,  and  gave  a Zymotic  death-rate  of  1-15  for 
the  County,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0-61  for  the  year  1919,  1-26  for  1918,  0-96  for 
1917,  0-72  for  1916,  1-05  for  1915,  1-73  for  1914,  1-29  for  1913,  1-86  for  1912, 
2-5  for  1911,  1-22  for  1910,  -87  for  1909,  1-5  for  1908,  for  the  County.  This  year’s 
rate  may  be  considered  satisfactory.

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The  County  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  of  School  Medical  Officer  keeps 
in  close  touch  with  infectious  diseases  which  occur  amongst  school  children.  Head 
Teachers  are  provided  with  forms  upon  which  they  notify  the  District  Medical 
Officers,  as  well  as  the  School  Medical  Officer,  of  all  cases  of  infectious  or  contagious 
disease  which  arise  amongst  their  scholars.  A special  Health  Visitor  (a  trained  fever 
nurse)  lias  been  appointed  by  tbe  County  Education  Committee  to  follow  up  these 
cases.

There  was  a severe  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  year,  190  deaths  occur- 
ring. It  has  been  remarked  in  previous  reports  that  of  recent  years  there  has  been 
one  year  of  comparative  immunity  from  Measles  to  two  years  in  which  the  disease 
is  epidemic. 

The  Regulations,  issued  in  November,  1915,  making  the  notification  of 
Measles  and  German  Measles  compulsory,  were  rescinded  on  the  31st  December, 
1919,  but  a reliable  indication  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  is  obtained  from  the 
notifications  of  cases  at  the  Schools  which  are  received  at  this  office. 

The  disease  attained  epidemic  form  in  practically  every  Urban  and  Rural 
area  and  in  practically  all  areas  it  was  of  a virulent  type. 

One  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  states  that  many  deaths  certified  as 
due  to  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  were  primarily  due  to  Measles,  as  in  many  cases 
a medical  man  is  not  called  in  until  the  rash  has  disappeared  and  Bronchitis  or 
Pneumonia  well  established.  Other  medical  officers  also  lay  stress  on  the  failure  of 
parents  to  treat  the  disease  seriously.

LIip  attack  rate  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  excessively  high  for  many  years,  vary- 
ing- from  8-48  per  1,000  in  1913,  9-3  in  1914, and  7-17  in  1915,  to  5-82  in  1916.  In 
1917  a considerable  drop  in  this  figure  is  recorded  to  2-44  per  1,000  and  in  1918  we 
witnessed  the  lowest  Scarlet  Fever  incidence  rate  in  our  series  of  figures,  that  of  1-5 
per  1,000.  In  1919  the  rate  rose  to  3,71  and  it  went  up  to  4-69  in  1920. 

Ihe  areas  chiefly  affected  in  1920  were  Ebbw  Yale,  with  an  attack  rate  of 
14-17  per  1,000;  Llantarnam,  8-53;  Tredegar,  6-24;  Llanfreckfa  Upper,  5-81; 
Bedwellty,  5-31;  Abersychan,  5-13;  Bedwas  and  Macken,  4-21;  and  Abergavenny 
Borough,  4-02.

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case  mortality  rate  was  exceedingly  high.  The  case  mortality  is  slightly  lower  this 
year.  Very  few  cases  can  be  removed  to  isolation  hospitals  and  it  must  once  more 
be  observed  that  the  provision  of  more  isolation  hospital  accommodation  is  an  urgent 
necessity. 

Cases  generally  were  of  a mild  type,  although  a few  cases  in  the  Abertillery 
Urban  District  were  of  a most  malignant  nature,  with  severe  septic  sore  throats. 
Fatal  cases  were  invariably  due  to  complications.  It  was  noted  by  Dr.  T.  Baillie 
Smith  that  Scarlet  Fever  is  least  where  Diphtheria  is  most  prevalent,  and  vice  versa. 
When  most  prevalent  it  generally  is  least  fatal.

Throughout  the  whole  series  of  years  1907-1913  there  was  exhibited  a marked 
preponderance  of  the  attack  rate  from  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  Urban  areas  over  that 
of  the  Rural  areas.  In  1914,  however,  the  position  was  reversed  owing  to  an  out- 
break of  Typhoid  at  the  Asylum  situate  within  the  Abergavenny  Rural  area.  In 
1915  and  1916  the  Urban  incidence  rate  again  exceeded  the  Rural  rate,  a condition 
of  affairs  which  was  again  shown  in  the  figures  for  1917.  In  1918  the  position  was 
reversed,  due  again  to  the  number  of  notifications  from  the  Abergavenny  Rural 
area.  The  Urban  rate  for  1919  was  slightly  higher  than  the  Rural  rate.  During 
the  year  1920,  the  Rural  Districts  were  quite  free  from  the  Disease.

A very  heavy  increase  in  this  rate  was  noted  in  1917.  There  was  a fall  to 
180  in  1918  rising'  to  260  in  1919,  and  again  falling  to  156  for  this  year. 


The  cases  occurred  in  the  Abersychan,  Abertillery,  Blaenavon,  Caerleon, 
Ebbw  Yale,  Nantyglo  and  Blaina,  Rhymney,  and  Risca  Urban  Districts. 

In  each  case  investigations  as  to  the  source  of  the  infection  were  made,  but  in 
only  one  instance  was!  it  possible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  disease.  In  the  Rhymney 
Urban  District  it  was  found  that  one  man  had  been  drinking  water  from  an  under- 
ground horse  trough  in  a Colliery. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER  AND  ACUTE 
POLIOMYELITIS. 

These  diseases  became  compulsorily  notifiable  during  the  year  1912.  New 
C'erebro-Spinal  Fever  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  16th  June,  1919,  giving 
power  to  County  Councils  to  provide  or  arrange  for  the  examination  and  treatment 
of  any  person  who  may  be  and  is  either  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  cerebro-spinal 
fever,  or  has  been  in  contact  with  a person  suffering  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
the  disease,  and  to  provide  serum  and  vaccine  for  the  treatment  of  such  cases, 
together  with  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the  use  of  the  serum  or  vaccine.  Serum 
and  s\iiuges  aie  kept  at  the  ( ounty  Laboratory  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners 
when  necessary. 
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Two  cases  of  cerebro'-spinal  fever  were  notified  during  tlie  year  under  review, 
one  in  the  Abertillery  area  and  one  in  the  Ebbw  Vale  area. 

The  case  notified  in  the  Ebbw  Yale  area  occurred  at  Beaufort  and  was  re- 
ferred to  in  last  year’s  report.  The  death  occurred  in  1919,  but  it  has  been  included 
in  the  annual  return  of  deaths  for  1920.  The  Abertillery  case  occurred  m a boy 
aged  four  years,  and  was  of  tbe  acute  fulminating  variety.  Spinal  puncture  was 
performed  and  the  fluid  sent  to  the  Ministry  for  examination.  The  diplococcus 
known  as  the  causative  factor  was  found  in  the  fluid. 

Two  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  in  the  Blaenavon  area  and 
one  at  Tredegar.  The  Blaenavon  case  was  a child  nine  years  of  age,  who  died. 
The  Tredegar  report  contains  no  comment  on  the  case  in  that  area. 


SMALL-POX  AND  VACCINATION. 


One  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  at  Abertillery.  The  District  Medical 
Officer’s  comments  are  as  follows  : — 


“ This  case  was  immediately  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  all 
the  steps  recommended  to  be  taken  by  tbe  Ministry  of  Health  were  duly 
executed,  and,  fortunately,  no  further  cases  occurred  in  the  area. 

Lists  of  contacts  were  prepared  and  those  lists  were  forwarded  to  the 
Vaccination  Officer,  who  then  visited  the  contacts  and  offered  immediate  vacci- 
nation. Four  took  advantage  of  this  offer. 

A special  nurse  was  engaged  to  attend  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  contacts  were  kept  under  observation  for  nearly  three  weeks  after  the 
case  was  notified. 

This  case  was  also  visited  by  Dr.  Roeyn  -Jones,  who  happened  to  be  in  our 
area.  He  corroborated  tbe  diagnosis. 

Ours  is  practically  an  unvaccinated  community  and  from  this  can  be  in- 
ferred the  great  danger  of  the  introduction  of  Small  Box  into  the  neighbourhood, 
and  how  closely  patients  and  contacts  have  to  be  kept  under  observation.” 

Two  contact,  cases  in  the  Monmouth  Rural  District  were  kept  under 
•observation  during  the  year. 


There  are  two  Small-pox  isolation  hospitals  in  the  County,  both  situate  at 
The  Cefn,  near  Newport.  One  is  the  property  of  the  County  Borough  of  Newport, 
and  the  other  of  tbe  St.  Mellons  Rural  District  Council.  Steps  are  being  taken  to 
arrange  for  the  representatives  of  the  County  Council  to  confer  with  representatives 
of  the  Newport  Corporation  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  a Joint  Small-pox  Hospital. 
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The  Public  Health  (Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917,  give  power  to 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Sanitary  districts  on  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of 
small-pox,  to  perform  vaccination  or  revaccination  of  persons  who  have  come  in 
contact  with  the  infection.

The  disease  was  prevalent  in  most  districts,  chiefly  during  the  winter 
months. 

The  number  of  cases  cannot  be  given  as  the  disease  is  not  notifiable,  but  the 
School  Medical  Officer  was  informed  of  605  cases  in  school  children. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  a high  Measles  death-rate  for  a particular  year 
is  followed  in  the  next  year  by  a corresponding  rise  in.  the  Whooping  Cough  death- 
rate.  Such  a rule  is  not  evident  in  the  figures  given  above.  In  recent  years  it 
appears  that  when  the  measles  rate  is  low  the  whooping  cough  rate  is  high,  and 
when  there  is  a high  measles  rate  the  whooping  cough  rate  is  low. 

ACUTE  ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA  AND  ACUTE 

POLIO-ENCEPHALITIS. 

Notification  of  these  diseases  became  compulsory  from  the  1st  January,  1919. 
The  Regulations  applied  only  for  a year  from  that  date,  but  an  Order  dated  the 
31st  December,  1919,  extended  them  until  further  notice. 

Nine  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargical  were  notified  during  the  year,  two 
each  in  the  Abertillery,  Bedwellty,  and  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  Urban  areas,  and  one 
each  in  the  Llanfiecbfa  Upper  and  Tredegar  Urban,  and  Pontypool  Rural,  areas. 

In  the  case  reported  from  the  Llanfreclifa  Upper  Urban  District,  doubt  was 
expressed  by  the  medical  man.  It  was  admitted  to  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  and 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PNEUMONIA,  MALARIA,  DYSENTERY, 

Etc.),  REGULATIONS,  1919. 

These  Regulations,  which  are  dated  the  7th.  January,  1919,  were  made  with 
th?  object  of  securing  better  control  oyer,  and  means  for  treatment  of,  certain 
epidemic  diseases  which  were  prevalent  or  threatened  at  that  time.  The  diseases 
became  notifiable  from  the  1st  March,  1919. 

The  procedure  under  these  Regulations  was  fully  detailed  in  last  year’s 

report.

Synopses  of  the  reports  of  those  Medical  Officers  who  comment  on  these  diseases: 

Abeutillery  Urban — The  cases  of  Pneumonia  reported  are  only  a small 
fraction  of  the  number  of  cases  which  occurred  in  the  area,  as  practitioners  have 
not  yet  got  into  the  way  of  notifying  all  doses,  in  accordance  with  the  notice  given 
them  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the  Regulations,  but,  with  time,  the  notifications  will 
become  more  complete. 

The  malaria  cases  were  also  visited  and  supplied  with  quinine  tablets  where 
necessary.  Seven  by  no  means  represents  the  number  of  malarial  cases  in  this 
valley,  as  in  my  position  as  Medical  Referee  to  the  War  Pensions  Committee  I am 
kept  constantly  in  touch  with  discharged  and  demobilised  soldiers,  and  amongst  all 
the  men  who  served,  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces  from  this  area,  malaria  and  its  after- 
effects represent  by  far  the  largest  proportion  of  sufferers.  Trench  fever  and  its  after- 
effects are  also  a most  potent  factor  in  incapacitating  the  men  in  their  daily 
employment,  but  not  to  the  same  extent  as  malaria. 

Bkdwellty  Urban — Occasionally  cases  of  pneumonia,  malaria,  trench  fever 
and  dysentery  in  soldiers  returned  from  the  seat  of  war  were  notified. 

TYPHUS  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

INFLUENZA. 

Although  severe  cases  occurred  in  most  of  the  districts,  the  disease  was  not 
present  in  anything  like  epidemic  form.  The  number  of  deaths  notified  was  119,  as 
compared  with  329  in  the  year  1919,  and  779  in  1918. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  four  notifications  were  received,  as  compared  with  180 
in  1919.  Seven  deaths  occurred  (four  in  1919).  The  majority  of  notifications 
were  cases  of  a mild  type. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

During-  the  year  288  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  and  251 
deaths  were  registered.  Of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  99  cases  were  notified,  and 
71  deaths  registered.

It  will  be  observed,  with  gratification,  that  the  notification  rate  is  still  de- 
creasing, this  year’s  rate  being  the  lowest  since  the  disease  became  compulsorily 
notifiable.  It  is  well  understood  that  tuberculosis  is  a disease  which  frequently 
extends  over  al  period  of  years,  so  that  in  1913  and  the  years  immediately 
following  notifications  were  received  of  all  chronic  and  longstanding  cases,  as  well 
as  the  new  cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  practitioners  in  the  County.  It  can 
now  be  surmised  that  all  the  old  cases  have  been  detected  and  notified,  and  that  the 
great  majority  of  the  cases  notified  in  recent  years  are  of  new  cases  only.  Taking 
this  fact  into  consideration,  it  would  appear  that  the  number  of  persons  attacked  by 
this  disease  is  diminishing  appreciably  year  by  year. 
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The  death-rate  is  also  showing  a down  ward  tendency  during  the  past  five  years, 
although  it  is  a shade  above  tlie  rates  for  1918  and  1914.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Ninety  six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  under  the  Public  Health 
(Ophthalmia  Neonatorum),  Regulations,  1914.  The  disease  is  fully  commented 
upon  in  the  County  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Report  for  the  year  1920. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

During  the  sanitary  year,  1920,  notifications  were  received  from  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  24  cases,  20  of  which  terminated  fatally.  In  the  year  1919,  19 
cases  were  notified,  with  11  deaths;  in  1918,  six  cases  notified,  with  three  deaths;  in 
1917,  four  cases  notified,  with  no  death,  while  in  1916,  13  cases  were  notified,  eight 
being  fatal.  The  attack  rate  per  1,000  births  in  1919  was!  2-23.  The  attack  rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  equalled  -05,  the  case  death  rate  57  per  cent.,  and  the  death 
rate  per  1,000  of  population  -029. 

Full  details  of  the  cases  have  been  included  in  the  County  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Report  for  1920,  which  lias  already  been  published. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  County  Scheme  under  the  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulations 
1917,  came  into  operation  upon  the  1st  of  April,  1917,  and  the  Treatment  Centre  at 
Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  Newport,  was  opened  on  the  2nd  July,  1917.  Dr.  P.  C.  P. 
Ingram  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Centre. 

Thei  days  and  hours  of  the  sessions  now  are : — 

Males — Mondays  at  4 p.m. 

Wednesdays  at  2 p.m. 

Thursdays  (old  cases  only)  at  4 p.m. 

Fridays  at  6 p.m. 

Females> — Mondays  at  2 p.m. 

Thursdays  at  2 p.m. 

Facilities  for  irrigation  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea  during  the  intervals  between 
the  clinics  are  available  at  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  Newport. 

The  bacteriological  examinations  in  connection  with  the  Centre  are  conducted 
at  the  County  Laboratory  by  Dr.  H.  V . Catto,  the  County  Pathologist  and 
Bacteriologist,  who  has  been  approved  for  the  purpose  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  good  work  accomplished  by  the  Inquiry  Officer  amongst  women  and  child- 
ren suffering  from  venereal  disease,  which  was  set  out  in  detail  in  last  year  s repoit, 
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lias  been  fully  maintained.  This  officer  visits  female  patients  (old  and  new)  to  en- 
courage them  to  undergo,  and  persevere  with,  treatment  at  the  Clinic.  She  also 

attends  at  the  Treatment  Centre  on  the  days  fixed  for  female  patients, 

* 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  a bed  is  reserved  for  Monmouthshire 
women  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Hospital  at  Cheltenham,  provided  by  the  Gloucester- 
shire County  Council.  Five  of  our  cases  received  treatment  there  during  the  year 
1920,  the  duration  of  stay  being  36,  97,  72,  114,  151  days  respectively  in  each  case. 

Mr.  IT.  R.  Elliott,  a Lecturer  from  the  National  Council  for  Combating 
Venereal  Diseases,  was  engaged  to  deliver  a series  of  lectures  in  the  county  from  the 
1st  January  to  the  14th  February,  1921. 

Lectures  were  given  in  28  towns  and  villages,  and  they  were  so  much  appre- 
ciated that  requests  were  made  for  return  visits,  and  the  Council  has  decided  that 
Mr.  Elliott  shall  again  visit  the  county  for  a month  to*  address  meetings  for  men, 
and  that  the  services  of  a lady  lecturer  be  also  obtained  to  speak  at  meetings  for 
women.  These  lectures  have  been  arranged  to  take  place  in  October,  1921. 

In  addition  to  the  indoor  lectures,  Mr.  Elliott  holds  open-air  meetings  when- 
ever opportunity  arises. 

A considerable  amount  of  literature  dealing  with  the  effects  of  venereal 
disease  is  distributed  at  the  lectures,  and  confidence  is  felt  that  this  propaganda 
work  is  proving  of  great  value.

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The  following  is  the  report  of  Dr.  P.  C.  P.  Ingram  upon  the  results  of  the 
year  ’s  work : — 

s 

“ During  the  past  year  further  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Clinic 
at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital. 

A room  for  irrigation  and  dressings  has  been  built  as  an  annexe  to  one  of  the 
consulting  rooms,  and  retained  for  tlie  work  of  the  Clinic  only.  The  existing 
consulting  rooms  are  still  used,  in  addition,  by  the  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  and  patients  can  now  attend  for  irrigation  at  any  time  between  8 a.m. 
and  8 p.m.  The  additional  space  has  been  of  great  help  at  the  hours  the  Clinic  is 
open,  but  there  is  still  a lack  of  room.  This  is  hardly  to  be  wondered  at  when  the 
attendance  at  some  of  the  male  Clinics  is  often  over  70  in  one  session. 

The  room  hitherto  used  for  irrigation  has  been  altered  and  fitted  up  with  a 
‘ dark  ground  ’ microscope  for  the  immediate  diagnosis  of  syphilis,  and  Dr.  Catto 
County  Bacteriologist,  attends  at  the  Clinics  for  that  purpose.  This  procedure  is 
a definite  advance,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  possible  to  make  the  diagno- 
sis and  commence  salvarsan  treatment  at  the  first  visit — a matter  of  considerable 
importance  in  view  of  the  fact  that  early  salvarsan  therapy  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant points  in  the  treatment  of  syphilis. 

• 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  examinations  for  the  spirochaeta 
pallida  shows  how  much  this  procedure  is  made  use  of.  The  policy  of  having  an 
additional  male  session  on  Mondays  at  4 p.m.  has  been  fully  justified  by  the  atten- 
dance on  that  day.  Although  there  was  a falling  off  in  the  number  of  attendances 
during  the  railway  strike,  the  total  for  the  year  again  shows  an  increase. 

Among  the  male  patients  the  chief  feature  has  again  been  the  high  percent- 
age of  cases  of  primary  syphilis,  and  in  consequence  the  results  have  been  corre- 
spondingly satisfactory.  Of  364  new  cases,  no  less  than  165  were  primary  syphilis. 

On  the  female  side  there  have  been  some  gratifying  results  of  ante-natal 
treatment,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
much  good  should  result. 

The  Enquiry.  Officer,  who  is  in  touch  both  with  these  and  the  Clinics,  is 
again  responsible  for  a good  average  of  attendance  of  County  female  cases.” 

RABIES. 

Xo  cases  were  reported  to  this  department. 

ANTHRAX. 

One  case  was  reported  at  Gellidywyll  Farm,  Blackwood,  in  the  Eedwellty 
Urban  District.  The  victim  was  a 3 year  old  mare.  The  burial  of  the  carcase, 
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disinfection  of  premises,  etc.,  were  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  District 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Veterinary  Surgeon  visited  the  stables  daily  for  8 days 
until  the  incubation  period  was  at  an  end.  The  above  procedure  is  in  accordance 
with  the  Anthrax  Order  of  1899. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Blaenavon  Urban  District  received  a com- 
munication from  Dr.  Hoyse,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Liverpool,  stating  that  a 
number  of  Japanese  shaving  brushes,  suspected  of  being  infected  with  Anthrax 
spores,  had  been  consigned  by  a Liverpool  firm  to  tradesmen  in  Blaenavon.  On 
making  enquiries  it  was  found  that  6 of  these  brushes  had  been  received,  all  of  which 
had  been  sold  with  the  exception  of  one,  which  was  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the 
County,  who  reported  that  the  bacteriological  examination  of  this  brush  showed  the 
positive  presence  of  active  Anthrax  germs.  An  unsuccessful  effort  was  made  to  trace 
the  five  brushes  sold.  Notices  were  posted  on  the  screens  at  the  Cinemas,  and  the 
Public  Crier  was  sent  throughout  the  district  on  several  occasions;  however,  the 
absence  of  any  case  of  Anthrax  is,  it  is  hoped,  a proof  that  the  only  brush  infected 
was  the  one  which  was  fortunately  unsold  at  the  time  enquiries  were  first  made.

Cases  from  the  Abercarn,  Caerleon,  Llanfrechfa  Upper,  Llantarnam,  Pant  eg, 
Risen  and  Usk  Urban  Districts,  and  Magor,  Pontypool,  and  St.  Mellons  Rural  Dis- 
tricts are  admitted  to  the  Newport  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Allt-yr-yn,  Newport, 
when  accommodation  is  available,  but  in  the  reports  of  the  majority  of  these  dis- 
tricts comment  is  made  upon  the  difficulty  of  securing  beds  at  that  Institution. 


The  facilities  in  the  Administrative  County  for  the  isolation  of  the  infectious 
sick  are  totally  inadequate.  Several  of  the  isolation  hospitals  now  in  use  aie 
unsuitable  'for  the  purpose. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  January,  1911,  the  Local  Government  Board  instituted  a system  of  weekly  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  whereby  Local  Medical  Officers  were  required  to 
notify  the  Board  and  the  County  Medical  I dficer  by  Monday  moi  aing  in  each  week  of  the  number  of  notifications  received  for  each  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
for  the  previous  week.  The  following  are  the  statistics  relati  ig  to  the  notifications  received  by  us  from  the  Local  Medical  Officers,  arranged  under  the  respective 
headings  for  each  Urban  and  Rural  District: —

Influenza  was  slightly  prevalent  during  the  year  throughout  the  County 
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Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  County  Council  to  Lurry  on  tbe  erection  of 
temporary  isolation  hospitals,  and,  at  the  time  of  writing-  this  report  a Public  Inquiry 
into  a proposal  of  the  County  Council,  to  form  four  Hospital  Districts,  is  pending. 
It  is  hoped,  that  in  the  event  of  a satisfactory  result  of  the  Inquiry,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  will  sanction  the  immediate  provision  of  a temporary  Isolation  Hospital  in  at 
least  one  of  these  districts. 

The  following  items  of  interest  are  extracted  from  the  reports  of  the  District 
Medical  Officers: — 

Abergavenny  Urban — The  isolation  hospital  at  Llanfoist  was  erected  origin- 
ally for  the  accommodation  of  small-pox  cases,  but  of  recent  years  it  has  been  used 
exclusively  for  isolating  scarlet  fever  cases. 

Abertillery  Urban — During  the  year  the  following  cases  were  treated  at  the 
isolation  hospital : — diphtheria,  7 ; scarlet  fever,  37 ; erysipelas,  1 ; puerperal  fever, 
1;  small-pox,  1;  influenzal  pneumonia,  3;  measles,  2.  Total,  52.  Increased  hospital 
accommodation  is  urgently  required. 

Bedwellty  Urban — The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  largely  used  owing  to  an 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  There  are  now  six  wards  with  55  beds.  The  following 
improvements  are  necessary : — (1)  lighting  by  electricity;  (2)  improving  the 
approach  to  the  hospital;  (3)  provision  of  a modern  motor  ambulance.  At  present 
an  ordinary  vehicle  is  hired  from  a posting  master. 

Consent  could  not  always  be  obtained  from  the  relatives  to  the  removal  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  cases  to  the  hospital. 

Ebbw  Yale — The  following  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital : — 
diphtheria,  40;  enteric  fever,  11 ; scarlet  fever,  4;  laryngitis,  1;  bronchitis,  1 — 
Total,  57. 

Monmouth  Urban — At  the  hospital  13  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  diph- 
theria were  treated. 

Tredegar  Urban — The  hospital  is  now  totally  unfit,  through  the  walls  being 
damp  and  sodden,  and  through  structural  defects.  One  case  of  erysipelas  was  ad- 
mitted during  the  year.  The  Blaenavon  and  Mynyddislwyn  Medical  Officers  em- 
phasise the  lack  of  isolation  hospital  provision  for  their  districts. 

DISINFECTION. 

Although  disinfection  of  rooms,  etc.,  is  systematically  carried  out  in  prac- 
tically all  the  districts,  there  is  a deplorable  lack  of  facilities  in  the  county  for  the 
disinfection  of  bedding,  clothes,  etc. 
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The  Risca  Urban  District  possess  an  apparatus  for  this  purpose,  hut  it  is  not 
used  owing-  to  the  expense  of  fitting  up  and  upkeep.  The  Ebbw  Yale  Urban  District 
undertakes  the  disinfection  of  bedding. 

Dr.  Barnard  (Bedwas  and  Machen  District)  again  urges  the  provision  of  a 
county  travelling  disinfector. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION.

Mr.  W.  E.  Thorn,  A.R.S.I.,  M.S.I.A.,  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  assist  the  County  Medical  Officer  in  ibis  'sanitary  investigations,  dealt 
with  various  matters  requiring  attention,  and,  where  the  local  Council  was  con- 
cerned, acted  jointly  with  the  District  Sanitary  Inspector.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  summer  of  the  year  1920  was  exceedingly  wet,  and  as  a consequence  the 
water  supply  was  plentiful  throughout  practically  the  whole  of  the  county. 

The  water  supply  arrangements  in  the  various  districts  have  been  fully  de- 
tailed in  previous  reports. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  Grwyne  Fawr  scheme  of  the  Abertil- 
lerv  and  District  Water  Board,  and  the  constituent  areas  are  already  receiving 
varying  quantities  of  water  from  that  source. 

The  Tredegar  Urban  District  Council  have  this  year  (1920)  succeeded  in 
getting  a Bill  through  Parliament  which,  amongst  other  powers,  enables  the  Coun- 
cil to  increase  the  storage  of  the  present  compensation  reservoir  and  to  utilise  it  as 
a domestic  supply.  This  arrangement  is  expected  to  satisfy  the  water  require- 
ments of  this  area  for  many  years  to  come. 

During  the  Parliamentary  Session  (1921)  a Joint  Committee  of  the  Lords 
and  Commons  passed  a Bill,  promoted  by  the  Authorities  in  the  Rhymney  Valley, 
for  setting  up  a Joint  Board,  comprising  representatives  of  the  Merthyr  Corpor- 
ation, the  Authorities  in  the  Rhymney  Valley,  and  various  other  Glamorgan 
Authorities,  for  the  construction  of  the  Taf  Fechan  Reservoir — works  which  the 
Merthyr  Corporation  were  empowered  to  carry  out  in  their  Act  of  1911,  but  which, 
through  financial  and  War  conditions,  they  were  unable  to  complete. 

This  reservoir  when  completed  should  make  secure  an  ample  supply  of  water 
for  the  constituent  Authorities. 

In  this  same  Session  of  Parliament  the  Rhymney  Valley  Authorities  also 
promoted  a Bill  to  acquire  the  water  rights  and  distributing  powers  of  the  Rhym- 
ney and  Aber  Gas  and  Water  Company,  and  it  was  heard  by  the  same  Joint  Com- 
mittee before  which  the  Taf  Fechan  scheme  came.  The  preamble  was  proved, 
and  not  many  weeks  elapsed  before  the  negotiations  for  transfer  were  executed. 

The  arrangements  for  local  supplies  have  been  fully  dealt  with  in  previous 
Annual  Reports.  Any  alterations  are  included  in  the  following  extracts  from  the 
District  Medical  Officer’s  reports. 

Abersychan  Urban — Several  s mples  were  taken  from  wells  and  town  mains. 
A sample  taken  from  the  spout  at  Plaesycoed  Road  showed  characteristics  of  slight 
surface  pollution.  The  24  houses  served  by  this  source  bad  service  pipes  laid  from 
the  Company’s  mains  and  a pure  and  constant  supply  given  to  them.  A sample  taken 
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from  the  spout  in  Viaduct  Road,  Garndiffajth,  was  badly  contaminated  with  oxidised 
sewage.  A . pure  and  constant  supply  was  laid  on  to  these  three  houses  from  the 
Company’s  mains. 

Abeiitillery  Hub  ax — The  supply  is  constant  during  the  winter  months,  hut 
intermittent  in  the  summer  months.  The  water  is  of  good  quality.  The  gathering 
grounds  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Of  recent  years  no 
case  of  enteric  fever  occurring  in  the  area  has  been  traced  to  our  main  supply  or  to 
the  springs  authorised  to  be  used  by  the  Council. 

Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban — At  Maesycwmmer  59  houses  are  supplied  by  local 
wells  and  springs.  Some  of  the  latter  houses  might  easily  be  connected  with  the 
mains.  At  Bedwas  the  supply  was  sufficient  last  year.  Additional  houses  here  also 
might  be  connected  with  the  mains.  The  gathering  ground  of  one  of  the  Machen 
supplies,  the  Cwm  Fedw  Brook,  should  be  guarded,  being  liable  to  contamination 
all  along  its  course. 

Bedwellty  Urban — Extensions  and  reservoirs  are  contemplated,  and  other 
schemes  are  on  foot  to  secure  additional  supplies. 

Blaenavon  Urban — -Owing  to  the  want  of  sufficient  storage  the  water  supply 
had  to  be  curtailed  during'  the  summer  mouths.  The  new  No.  4 Reservoir  still 
proved  unsatisfactory,  and  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  effort  to  get  it  to 
hold  water  without  leaking.  The  work  at  the  old  No.  3 Reservoir  was  completed, 
and  the  reservoir  is  now  holding  satisfactorily. 

Ebbw;  Vale  Urban — The  water  supply  is  taken  from  two  reservoirs  situated  on 
Llangynidr  Mountain,  and  conveyed  to  the  town  by  cast  iron  gravitating  mains. 
The  supply  is  constant,  except  at  Cwm  and  Waunllwyd,  where  it  is  at  present  inter- 
mittent, but  the  new  main,  now  practically  completed,  will  in  a very  short  time  pro- 
vide these  portions  of  the  district  with  a constant  supply.  The  water  is  of  a soft 
character,  and  it  is  therefore  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action  in  contact  witli  lead, 
but  the  use  of  lead  pipes  to  carry  the  water  supply  lias  been  almost  entirely  super- 
seded by  galvanised  iron,  which  obviates  the  risk  of  contamination  from  this  cause. 

Llantarnam  Urban — The  houses  in  Tycocli,  Hollybush  and  Newton,  number- 
ing about  80,  depend  on  wells  for  their  water  supply.  Efforts  are  being  made  to 
have  these  places  connected  to  the  Council’s  supply,  but  the  districts  are  very  scat- 
tered, and  the  cost  at  present  very  great.  Most  of  the  farm  houses  use  well  water. 

Monmouth  Borough— -During  drought  there  is  a shortage  of  water  in  the  parts 
of  the  district  which  are  supplied  by  pumps  and  wells. 

Rhymney  Urban — Through  the  installation  of  three  waste  water  detectors  the 
waste  of  water  has  been  considerably  reduced.

Tredegar  Urban — It  is  proposed  during  -the  year  to  provide  an  ample 
mechanical  filtration  plant  to  deal  witli  the  water  from  Shon  Sheffrey’s  Spring. 

Abergavenny  Rural — The  supply  at  Llangattock  Lingoed  has  been  much  im- 
proved hy  providing  increased  storage.  The  Llanover  Estate  has  extended  its  mains 
and  laid  a good  and  sufficient  supply  to  several  additional  farms  and  buildings. 

Magor  Rural — It  would  be  advisable  to  extend  the  Newport  Corporation  mains 
through  Bishpool,  Nash,  Gfoldcliffe  and  Whitson,  if  it  can  be  done  at  a reasonable 
cost. 


Monmouth  Rural — There  was  a shortage  of  water  for  a short  period  in  the 
summer.  Water  hals  to  be  carried  some  distance  to  the  schools  at  Penrhos  and  Rock- 
field.  The  supply  to  Norton  School  has'  been  deficient,  but  this  can  be  remedied. 

St.  Mellons  Rural — -In  more  prosperous  times  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council 
will  extend  their  water  mains  to  supply  more  of  the  farms,  especially  in  the  St. 
Mellons,  Peterstone  and  Rumney  areas. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  Western  and  Sirhowy  Valleys,  from  Ebbw  Vale  and  Nantyglo  and  Blaina 
Urban  Districts,  and  the  Tredegar  Urban  District  down  to  Bassaleg  in  the  St. 
Mellons  Rural  District,  are  served  by  the  Western  Valleys  Main  Trunk  Sewer  and 
the  Sirhowy  Valley  Sewer.  The  sewer  has  been  completed  and  more  houses  are 
being  connected  up  every  year.  Complete  satisfaction  cannot  however  be  obtained 
until  an  adequate  water  supply  can  also  be  provided 

The  work  upon  the  Rhymney  Valley  Main  Trunk  Sewer,  after  delays  caused 
by  the  war  and  strikes  of  the  workmen,  is  now  making  marked  progress.  At  the 
time  of  writing,  the  main  sewer  has  almost  reached  New  Tredegar,  and  in  no  very 
distant  future  the  work  of  connecting  up  will  be  a matter  for  the  consideration  of 
the  constituent  areas.  Until  this  is  accomplished  the  Rhymney  River  will  continue 
to’  act  as  the  sewer  of  the  valley. 

In  the  Eastern  Valleys  the  situation  is  still  acute,  the  Afon  Lwyd  receiving 
practically  the  whole  of  the  sewage  in  its  crude  form.  The  Eastern  Valleys  Sewer- 
age Board,  which  was  empowered  to  promote  a new  Bill  not  later  than  the  Parlia- 
mentary Session  of  1918,  has  failed  to  do  so.  This  is  regrettable,  as  the  need  for 
a proper  sewerage  system  for  these  populous  valleys  is  becoming  greater  year  by 
year. 

Synopses  of  reports  of  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  : — 

The  majority  of  the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  merely  repeat 
facts  which  were  summarised  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1919.  Any  alterations  or 
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additions  which  were  undertaken  in  1920  are  detailed  in  the  following  extracts,  with 
any  new  facts  which  have  been  included  in  the  reports. 

Abercarn  Urban— The  construction  of  the  Ken  don  and  Trinant  .Sewer  is  now 
neai  h complete,  and  the  Council  should  take  steps  imjned ia.tel v to  compel  every 
property  owner  to  connect  up. 

Bed  was  and  Machen  Urban — The  houses  with  water  closets  in  the  district 
empty  almost  directly  into  the  river. 

Blaenavon  Urban — During  the  year  610f't.  of  stoneware  pipes  were  laid  in 
Coed  A\  ood.  This  should  carry  off  the  storm-water  and  prevent  the  flooding  which 
has  always  taken  place  during  heavy  rain-storms. 

C'aerleon  Urban — A new  main  drain  has  been  laid  through  Norman  Street. 

Llanfrechfa  Upper  Urban — No  provision  is  made  for  flushing  the  sewers,  but 
surface  water  from  the  road  is  admitted  by  trapped  street  gullies.  All  sewers  have 
excellent  gradients,  and  are  usually  well  flushed,  except  in  dry  weather. 

Monmouth  Borough — The  new  sewers  empty  into  receiving  tanks,  and  from 
there  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  filter  beds.  The  pumping  has  not  been  effi- 
ciently carried  out,  and  a regular  system  is  required.  The  old  sewers  still  drain  a 
number  of  houses,  but  these  are  gradually  being  done  away  with. 

Panteg  Urban — The  sewers  of  the  district  are  constructed!  of  socketted  stone- 
ware pipes  laid  to  a suitable  gradient,  and,  excepting  outlying  houses,  all  are  con- 
nected to  the  main  sewers.  The  Griffithstown,  Sebastopol  and  New  Inn  sewage  is 
taken  to  tanks  at  the  outfalls  where  sedimentation  is  effected, after  which  it  is  passed 
into  the  river.  The  Council  control  the  necessary  land  for  the  treatment  of  sewage. 

Pontypool  Urban — The  main  sewers  are  stone-arched  culverts,  except  in  two 
instances,  where  they  are  stone-ware  pipes.  The  subsidiary  sewers  are  all  stone-ware 
pipes.  Bats  infest  the  main  sewers,  coming  up  from  the  outfalls,  which  all  dis- 
charge into  the  Afon  Lwyd  or  its  tributaries.  Closet  Accommodation — The  water 
carriage  system  obtains  throughout  the  district,  but  a large  proportion  of  the  w.c’s. 
are  still  hand  flushed. 

Eisca  Urban — The  number  of  houses  not  connected  up  to  the  sewers  has  been 
reduced  as  a result  of  the  extension  of  the  subsidiary  sewers. 

Tredegar  Urban — 'Every  year  a considerable  number  of  defective  drains  are 
replaced  by  proper  stoneware  house  drains  and  w.c’s,  which  are  properly  connected 
to  the  new  mains.

IJsk  Urban — There  are  few  privies  in  the  district  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  all  the  drains  will  be  connected  up  to  the  main  sewerage  system,  which 
is  an  excellent  one  and  well  maintained. 

Monmouth  Rural — At  Raglan  the  Council  has  taken  over  the  septic  tanks 
draining  part  of  the  Crown  property. 

Pontypool  Rural — Residences  in  the  Llanfrechfa,  Croesyceiliog  and  Pont- 
hir  areas  are  connected  to  the  main  drain,  the  remaining  areas  are  chiefly  served  by 
earth  closets,  buckets  or  middens. 


POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

Since  the  Western  Valleys  Main  Trunk  Sewer  has  been  in  use  the  River 
Ebbw,  the  Ebbw  Each  and  the  Sirhowy  River  have  been  relieved  of  the  major 
portion  of  the  crude  sewage  which  previously  found  its  way  into  them.  Much  still 
remains  to  be  done  in  some  of  the  districts  in  the  way  of  connecting  up  bouses  that 
are  not  yet  drained  to  the  sewer. 

The  Rhymney  river  is  the  sewer  for  the  valley  through  which  it  flows,  and  is 
likely  to  remain  so  until  the  completion  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Main  Trunk  Sewe*- 
the  work  upon  which  is  now  proceeding  rapidly. 

The  Afon  Lwyd  is  also  polluted  by  sewage  matter  and  like  the  Rhymney 
river  in  the  Rhymney  Valley  it  is  an  open  sewer  for  the  Eastern  Valleys, 

The  rivers  and  streams  of  the  County,  where  they  flow  through  the  industrial 
districts,  are  without  exception  used  as  a convenient  means  of  disposal  for  house 
refuse  and  general  rubbish.  E very  District  Council  should  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act,  1876-1893,  and  prohibit  the  tipping  of 
ashes,  house  and  trade  refuse,  etc.  into  the  rivers  in  their  districts.  In  the  course 
of  investigations  carried  out  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  it  was  found  that 
some  Local  Authorities  themselves  are  the  offenders,  in  cases  where  the  site  of  the 
Council’s  refuse  tip  adjoins  the  river. 

There  is  evidence  of  considerable  pollution  by  effluent  from  works,  colliery 
washings  and  slag  tips. 

The  River  Monnow  at  Monmouth  is  polluted  by  house  drainage. 

The  pollution  of  the  small  streams  at  Trelleck  and  Whitebrook,  in  the 
Monmouth  Rural  District,  continues  unchecked. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  SCAVENGING. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  some  of  the  industrial  areas  by  the  District 
Councils;  in  others,  it  is  let  to  contractors.  A few  of  the  Councils  undertake  daily 
collection  of  house  refuse,  hut  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  work  is  done  every  two  or 
three  days. 

Tipping  on  land  is  the  means  of  disposal  of  tire  refuse  in  practically  all  in- 
stances. In  only  two  areas  (Abertillery  and  Pontypool  Urban)  are  there  destructors 
which  can  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  refuse  of  the  district,  although  there  is  a small 
one  a.t  Tredegar.  In  several  districts  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain 
new  tipping  sites  as  the  old  ones  fill  up,  and,  it  is  incumbent  upon,  all  Urban  Coirncils 
to  seriously  consider  the  question  of  the  provision  of  refuse  destructors. 

Motor  lorries  are  gradually  superseding  horse  drawn  vehicles  in  many  of  the 
industrial  districts  of  the  County,  apparently  with  good  results. 

One  or  two  of  the  Rural  Councils  have  no  system  of  scavenging.  This  is  also 
a matter  which  requires  the  consideration  of  the  Councils  concerned,  for  there  have 
been  complaints  of  the  nuisance  caused  by  householders  tipping  refuse  on  waste 
land. 

HOUSING. 

The  chief  provisions  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act  were  noted  in 
last  year’s  Report,  and  a schedule  summarising  the  potent  facts  of  the  housing  sur- 
veys made  in  1919,  was  included  in  that  report. 

The  following  table  shows  the  progress  of  the  schemes  of  the  District  Councils 
for  the  erection  of  new  houses  at  the  -30th  September,  1921 : —

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Unfortunately , building  is  progressing  but  slowly.  The  difficulties  of  the 
Housing  Authorities  have  been  increased  by  the  refusal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  sanction  many  of  the  schemes.  Meanwhile  overcrowding  is  increasing  and  old 
properties  becoming  still  more  unfit  for  habitation. 

Extracts  from  reports  of  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  :— 

Abercarn  Urban— Sites  healthy  and  lay  out  excellent.  There  are  still  a 
number  of  houses  in  the  district  without  through  ventilation,  which  require  to  be 
attended  to.  The  condition  of  houses  in  Central  Road,  Llanhilleth,  is  appalling. 

Abergavenny  Borough— Overcrowding  does  not  exist.  The  general  standard 
of  housing  may  be  considered  good.  Defects  are  receiving  attention  as  far  as  labour 
conditions  will  allow. 

Abersychan  Urban — There  was  much  overcrowding,  in  which  it  was  impos- 
sible to  take  action.  50%  of  the  houses  are  old  property.  It  is  difficult  to  get 
•defects  remedied. 

Abertillery  Urban — Extensive  overcrowding  in  the  area. 

Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban — Overcrowding  exists.  Some  houses  insanitary. 
No  houses  have  been  built  since  1914. 

Bedwellty  Urban — Numerous  cases  of  overcrowding  were  brought  to  notice. 

Blaenavon  Urban — Overcrowding  exists  to  a great  extent;  practically  all  the 
old  types  of  houses  are  overcrowded. 

Caerleon  Urban — The  Council’s  Housing  Scheme  is  at  present  held  up 
through  the  refusal  of  the  Monmouthshire  Education  Committee  to  allow  the  Coun- 
cil to*  acquire  a portion  of  the  site  which  they  hold  for  the  erection  of  a Residential 
School  for  Mentally  and  Physically  Defective  Children. 

Ebbw  Vale  Urban — ’The  housing  difficulty  still  remains  acute.  The  further 
development  of  the  Housing  Scheme  is  necessary  to  relieve  congestion.  The  insani- 
tary conditions  of  some  spots  in  Briery  Hill,  Beaufort.,  the  Rassau,  Augusta  Street, 
the  Gantre,  Pontygof  and  Sychffos  still  call  for  adverse  comment. 

Ulanfrechfa  Upper  Urban — There  is  a considerable  shortage  of  houses  with 
resultant  overcrowding,  but  the  scheme  in  hand  will  meet  the  demand.  The 
majority  of  the  houses  are  well  built  and  suitable.  Repairs  have  been  long  delayed, 
but  this  will  be  remedied  shortly. 

Ulantarnam  Urban — Much  overcrowding  exists,  due  to  considerable  shortage 
of  houses.  The  Council  are  erecting  houses  to  meet  the  deficiency.  The  majority 
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of  houses  are  in  a had  state  of  repair.  There  are  plenty  of  open  spaces  around  the 
houses,  and  with  few  exceptions  the  surroundings,  are  clean. 

Monmouth  Borough — Generally  unsatisfactory.  There  are  a number  of  very 
good  working  class  houses,  also  a number  of  very  bad  ones.  Property  owners  are 
urged  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs. 

Mynyddislwyn  Urban — The  site  at  Pontllanfraith  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  country.  Xo>  more  than  a score  of  houses  were  completed,  and  at  this  rate  it  is 
obvious  that  overcrowding  must  not  only  remain  but  become  more  acute. 

Xantyglo  and  Blaina  Urban — House  generally  are  small,  badly  ventilated  and 
in  a very  bad  state  of  repair.  It  is  hoped  the  Council’s  scheme  will  improve  this 
state  of  affairs. 

Pantkg  Urban — The  results  of  the  Council’s  housing  scheme,  while  better 
than  those  of  most  other  districts  is  not  wholly  satisfactory.  A magnificent  site  has 
been  secured  and  the  layout  , and  construction  of  the  houses  are  good.  A fair  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  on  repairs  despite  the  difficulties  in  regard  to  labour  and 
materials. 

Pontypool  Urban — The  Council  has  been  confronted  by  many  difficulties  in 
the  matter  of  housing,  but  these  are  at  last  overcome  and  a good1  start  has  been  made 
with  the  scheme,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  ease  the  overcrowding  now  prevalent. 

Rhymney  Urban — Overcrowding  is  not  excessive  as  compared  with  surround- 
ing districts.  Xo  cases  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  houses.  The  erection  of  50  houses  as  paid  of  the  Council’s  scheme  has  com- 
menced. General  dilapidation  due  to  lack  of  repairs  during  the  War.  80  notices 
were  served  for  minor  repairs  and  nearly  all  were  complied  with. 

Risca  Urban — There  is'considerable  overcrowding  in  the  district,  and  many 
old  premises  are  tenanted  that  should  be  dealt  with.  It  is  hoped  that  these  matters 
will  be  helped  by  the  schemes  now  in  hand. 

Tredegar  Urban — Overcrowding  is  very  pronounced.  The  fact  that  only  9 
new  houses  have  been  certified  for  occupation  since  1916  is  proof  positive  that 
bousing  conditions  have  been  going  from  bad  to  worse.  The  necessity  for  addition- 
al housing  for  the  working  classes  is  more  severely  felt,  now  than  ever.  The  Coun- 
cil’s housing  scheme  promises  relief  in  this  direction.  The  sites  and  designs  for  the 
cottages  are  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

Usk  Urban — The  housing  shortage  has  been  relieved  by  the  Prison  Author- 
ities erecting  hutments  for  the  Prison  staff.  Xo  new'  houses  have  been  built  during 
the  year  and  there  has  been  no  overcrow'ding. 
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Abergavenny  Rural — There  are  several  lionises  in  the  district  that  require 
considerable  alterations  before  being  lit  for  habitation,  but  owing  to  the  crowded 
state  of  the  district  it  is  difficult  to  have  possession  of  them.  In  some  cases  the 
position  of  the  houses  is  bad  and  they  cannot  be  made  habitable.  Several  notices 
have  been  served  during  the  year  for  minor  sanitary  improvements  and  many  have 
been  complied  with. 

Magor  Rural — No  building  has  commenced,  but  plans  have  been  submitted 
and  the  Council  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  various  sites. 

Monmouth  Rural — Contracts  have  been  accepted  for  the  erection  of  houses  in 
9 Parishes.  There  has  been  a considerable  decrease  in  the  demand  for  houses.  The 
standard  of  houses  in  the  Trelleek  district  remains  unsatisfactory. 

Pontypool  Rural — The  shortage  of  houses,  although  not  SO'  serious  a problem 
as  in  other  districts,  has  been  energetically  attended  to,  and  20  houses  have  either 
been  completed  or  are  in  course  of  completion.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

St.  Mellons  Rural — During  the  year  491  dwelling  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act,  of  these  164  have  been  repaired. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Works  and  General  Purposes  Committee,  held  on  the 
13th-  July,  1920, , it  was  decided  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  should  exercise 
general  supervision  over  the  action  to  be  taken  in  pursuance  of  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  that  he,  the  County 
Analyst,  and,  if  necessary,  the  Clerk,  should  confer  as  to  the  details  of  the  pro- 
ceedings necessary  to  secure  observance  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 

The  Administrative  County  is  divided  into  three  districts  for  the  purpose*  of 
these  Acts,  as  follows : — 

District  A.,  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  T.  H.  Lewis,  assisted  by  Mr. 
A.  A.  Coles,  and  comprising  the  municipal  boroughs  of  Abergavenny  and 
Monmouth,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Abersychan,  Blaenavon,  Llanfrechfa 
Upper,  Llantarnam,  Panteg,  Pontypool  and  Usk,  and  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Abergavenny,  Monmouth  and  Pontypool. 

District  13.,  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  G.  G.  Probert,  assisted  by 
Mr.  T.  R.  Davies,  and  comprising  the  Urban  Districts  of  Abercarn  (part) 
Abertillerv,  Bedwellty,  Ebbw  Vale,  Mynyddislwyn,  (pari),  Nantyglo 
and  Blaina,  Rhynmey,  and  Tredegar. 
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District  C.,  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  T.  E.  Serjent,  assisted  by  Mr. 
J.  It.  Gamble,  and  comprising  the  Urban  Districts  of  Abercarn  (part), 
Chepstow,  Llantarnam,  Mynyddislwyn,  and  Risca;  and  the  Rural  Dis- 
tricts of  Chepstow,  Magor,  and  St.  Mellons. 

During  the  year  1,173  samples  were  examined  by  the  County  Analyst,  Mr.

Four  cautionary  letters  were  sent  during  the  year,  by  the  Clerk  to  the  County 
Council.  All  were  on  account  of  milk  samples,  two  with  added  water,  and  two 

deficient  in  fat. 
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The  report  of  the  County  Analyst  for  the  year  is  as  follows : — 

“ As  required  to  do  under  the  Act,  I herewith  make  my  Annual  Report  to  you 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1920,  as  Analyst  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

Of  the  Local  Authorities  who  submitted  samples,  the  Abersychan  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  were  responsible  for  13,  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Council,  2,  and 
the  District  Food  Controller,  one  sample,  to  each  of  whom  the  results  respectively 
were  reported,  but  the  general  summary  includes  all. 

Milk. — There  were  802  samples  taken  which  is  very  nearly  three-fourths  of  the 
total  number,  and  which  in  my  opinion  is  not  too  great  a proportion  considering  the 
high  importance  of  this  article  of  food;  of  this  number  16  samples  were  adulterated 
with  Added  Water,  the  particulars  being  one  with  3-53  per  cent.,  one  each  4-12  per 
cent,  and  5-29  per  cent.,  3 with  5-88  per  cent.,  one  each  6-12  per  cent.,  6-35  per  cent., 
6-47  per  cent.,  7-65  per  cent.,  9-53  per  cent.,  10  per  cent.,  17-65  per  cent..,  18-59  per 
cent..,  and  for  Local  Authorities,  one  each  6-70  per;  cent,  and  10-82  per  cent.,  this  be- 
ing equal  to  approximately  2 per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

There  were  also  19  samples  deficient  in  fat  4 per  cent.,  5 per  cent.,  5-33  per 
cent.,  5-66  per  cent.,  6-33  per  cent,  7 per  cent,  twice  over,  8 per  cent.,  8-66  per  cent, 
twice,  12-33  per  cent.,  13-33  per  cent,  twice,  15  per  cent.,  15-33  per  cent.,  16  per 
cent.,  20  percent.,  20-33  per  cent.,  and  31-66  per  cent.,  all  of  which  were  samples 
from  the  Inspectors,  equal  to  2-37  of  the  whole. 

I believe  this  is  the  first  year  in  which  we  have  not.  met.  with  a case  of  an  adul- 
terated milk  both  containing  added  water  and  being  further  deficient  in  fat-,  and  I 
have  also  to  report  the  entire  absence  of  preservatives  and  colouring  matter  from  all 
milk  samples,  and  we  have  for  this  year  a very  satisfactory  figure  of  adulteration, 
viz.,  4-38  per  cent,  of  the  milk  samples  only  were  reported  as  adulterated.

In  each  instance  the  average  composition  is  taken  over  the  whole  of  the 
samples  received,  adulterated  samples  included,  and  I venture  to  suggest  the  gradnal 
diminution  in  the  rate  of  adulteration  over  the  years  as  above  is  very  strong  evidence 
of  the  result  of  increased  vigilance  in  this  direction.  The  average  composition  is, 
however,  rather  lower  than  before,  and  for  which  reason  I adduce  the  theory  that  this 
is  probably  due  to  the  growing  endeavour  of  milk  raisers  to  keep  cows  which  give  big 
volumes  of  milk  but  of  rather  poorer  quality  than  in  previous  years. 

I should  also  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  actual  amounts  of 
added  water  are  this  year  sensibly  lower  than  usual,  i.e. , we  have  not  had  such  glaring 
instances  as  in  earlier  years,  and  again  the  actual  deficiencies  in  fat  are  also  not  so  ex- 
tensive as  before,  but  both  forms  of  adulteration  appear  to  have  been  more  moderate. 

Although  not  really  coming  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  I have  made  many 
examinations  of  milk  samples  bacteriologically  for  the  presence  of  dirt  and/or  patho- 
genic organisms,  and  although  some  of  the  samples  have  shown  great  room  for  im- 
provement in  general  cleanliness,  there  has  not  been  a single  glaring  case  of  what  one 
might  term  “ dirty  milk.” 

Taking  the  results  as  a whole,  I have  to  report  a satisfactory  state  of  things 
for  the  milk  supplies,  as  evidenced  by  the  samples  received  by  me,  and  for  the  good 
of  the  community  at  large  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  1921  may  again  shew  a reduction  in 
the  rate  of  adulteration.

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Unfortunately,  building  is  progressing  but  slowly.  The  difficulties  of  the 
Housing  Authorities  have  been  increased  by  the  refusal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  sanction  many  of  the  schemes.  Meanwhile  overcrowding  is  increasing  and  old 
properties  becoming  still  more  unfit  for  habitation. 

Extracts  from  reports  of  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health : — 

Abercarn  Urban — Sites  healthy  and  lay  out  excellent.  There  are  still  a 
number  of  houses  in  the  district  without  through  ventilation,  which  require  to  be 
attended  to.  The  condition  of  houses  in  Central  Road,  Llanhilleth,  is  appalling. 

Abergavenny  Borough — Overcrowding  does  not  exist.  The  general  standard 
of  housing  may  be  considered  good.  Defects  are  receiving  attention  as  fur  as  labour 
conditions  will  allow. 

Abersychan  Urban — There  was  much  overcrowding,  in  which  it  was  impos- 
sible to  take  action.  50%  of  the  houses  are  old  property.  It  is  difficult  to  get 
defects  remedied. 

Abertillery  Urban — Extensive  overcrowding  in  the  area. 

Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban — Overcrowding  exists.  Some  houses  insanitary. 
No  houses  have  been  built  since  1914. 

Bedwellty  Urban — Numerous  cases  of  overcrowding  were  brought  to  notice. 

Blaenavon  Urban — -Overcrowding  exists  to  a great  extent;  practically  all  the 
old  types  of  houses  are  overcrowded. 

Caerleon  Urban — The  Council’s  Housing  Scheme  is  at  present  held  up 
through  the  refusal  of  the  Monmouthshire  Education  Committee  to  allow  the  Coun- 
cil to  acquire  a portion  of  the  site  which  they  hold  for  the  erection  of  a,  Residential 
School  for-  Mentally  and  Physically  Defective  Children. 

Ebbw  Yale  Urban — The  housing  difficulty  still  remains  acute.  The  further 
development  of  the  Housing  Scheme  is  necessary  to  relieve  congestion.  The  insani- 
tary conditions  of  some  spots  in  Briery  Hill,  Beaufort,  the  Rassau,  Augusta  Street, 
the  Gant-re,  Pontygof  and  Sychffos  still  call  for  adverse  comment. 

Llanfrechfa  Upper  Urban — There  is  a considerable  shortage  of  houses  with 
resultant  overcrowding,  but  the  scheme  in  hand  will  meet  the  demand.  Ih( 
majority  of  the  houses  are  well  built  and  suitable.  Repairs  have  been  long  delayed, 
but  this  Avill  be  remedied  shortly. 

Elantarnam  Urban— Much  overcrowding  exists,  due  to  considerable  shortage 
•of  houses.  The  Council  are  erecting  houses  to  meet  the  deficiency.  The  majority 
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of  houses  are  in  a bad  state  of  repair.  There  are  plenty  of  open  spaces  around  the 
houses,  and  with  few  exceptions  the  surroundings,  are  clean. 

Monmouth  Borough — Generally  unsatisfactory.  There  are  a number  of  very 
good  working  class  houses,  also  a number  of  very  bad  ones.  Property  owners  are 
urged  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs. 

Hynyddislwyn  Urban — The  site  at  Pontllanfraith  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  country.  No  more  than  a score  of  houses  were  completed,  and  at  this  rate  it  is 
obvious  that  overcrowding  must  not  only  remain  but  become  more  acute. 

Nantyglo  and  Blaxna  Urban — House  generally  are  small,  badly  ventilated  and 
in  a very  bad  state  of  repair.  It  is  hoped  the  Council’s  scheme  will  improve  this 
state  of  affairs. 

Panteg  Urban — The  results  of  the  Council’s  housing  scheme,  while  better 
than  those  of  most  other  districts  is  not  wholly  satisfactory.  A magnificent  site  has 
been  secured  and  the  layout  , and  construction  of  the  houses  are  good.  A fair  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  on  repairs  despite  the  difficulties  in  regard  to  labour  and 
materials. 

Pontypool  Urban — The  Council  has  been  confronted  by  many  difficulties  in 
the  matter  of  bousing,  but  these  are  at  last  overcome  and  a good1  staid  has  been  made 
with  the  scheme,  which,  iti  is  hoped,  will  ease  the  overcrowding  now  prevalent. 

Rhymney  Urban — Overcrowding  is  not  excessive  as  compared  with  surround- 
ing districts.  No  cases  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  houses.  The  erection  of  50  houses  as  part  of  the  Council’s  scheme  has  com- 
menced. General  dilapidation  due  to  lack  of  repairs  during  the  War.  80'  notices 
were  served  for  minor  repairs  and  nearly  all  were  complied  with. 

Rtsca  Urban— There  is  considerable  overcrowding  in  the  district,  and  many 
old  premises  are  tenanted  that  should  be  dealt  with.  It  is  hoped  that  these  matters 
will  be  helped  by  the  schemes  now  in  hand. 

Tredegar  Urban— Overcrowding  is  very  pronounced.  The  fact  that  only  9 
new  houses  have  been  certified  for  occupation  since  1916  is  proof  positive  that 
bousing  conditions  have  been  going  from  bad  to  worse.  The  necessity  for  addition- 
al housing  for  the  working  classes  is  more  severely  felt  now  than  ever.  The  Coun- 
cil’s housing  scheme  promises  relief  in  this  direction.  The  sites  and  designs  for  the 
cottages  are  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

Usk  Urban — The  housing  shortage  has  been  relieved  by  the  Prison  Author- 
ities erecting  hutments  for  the  Prison  staff.  No  new  houses  have  been  built  during 
the  year  and  there  has  been  no  overcrowding. 
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Abergavenny  Rural— There  are  several  houses  in  the  district  that  require 
•considerable  alterations  before  being  fit  for  habitation,  but  owing  to  the  crowded 
state  of  the  district  it  is  difficult  to  have  possession  of  them.  In  some  cases  the 
position  of  the  houses  is  bad  and  they  cannot  be  made  habitable.  Several  notices 
have  been  seived  dui mg  the  year  for  minor  sanitary  improvements  and  many  have 
been  complied  with. 

Magor  Rural — No  building  has  commenced,  but  plans  have  been  submitted 
and  the  Council  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  various  sites. 


Monmouth  Rural — Contracts  have  been  accepted  for  the  erection  of  houses  in 
9 Parishes.  There  has  been  a considerable  decrease  in  the  demand  for  houses.  The 
standard  of  houses  in  the  Trelleek  district  remains  unsatisfactory. 

Pontypool  Rural — The  shortage  of  houses,  although  not  so  serious  a problem 
as  in  other  districts,  has  been  energetically  attended  to,  and  20  houses  have  either 
been  completed  or  are  in  course  of  completion.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 


St.  Mellons  Rural — During  the  year  491  dwelling  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act,  of  these  164  have  been  repaired. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Works  and  General  Purposes  Committee,  held  on  the 
13th,  July,  1920„  it  was  decided  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  should  exercise 
general  supervision  over  the  action  to  be  taken  in  pursuance  of  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  that  he,  the  County 
Analyst,  and,  if  necessary,  the  Clerk,  should  confer  as  to  the  details  of  the  pro- 
ceedings necessary  to-  secure  observance  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 

The  Administrative  County  is  divided  into  three  districts  for  the  purposes  of 
these  Acts,  as  follows : — 

District  A.,  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  T.  II.  Lewis,  assisted  by  Mr. 
A.  A.  Coles,  and  comprising  the  municipal  boroughs  of  Abergavenny  and 
Monmouth,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Abersychan,  Blaenavon,  Llanfrechfa 
Upper,  Llantarnam,  Panteg,  Pontypool  and  Usk,  and  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Abergavenny,  Monmouth  and  Pontypool. 

District  B.,  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  G.  G.  Probert,  assisted  by 
Mr.  T.  R.  Davies,  and  comprising  the  Urban  Districts  of  Aberrant  (part) 
Abertillerv,  Bedwellty,  Ebbw  Vale,  Mynyddislwyn,  (part),  Nantyglo 
and  Blaina,  Rhymney,  and  Tredegar. 
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District  C.,  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  T.  E.  Serjent,  assisted  by  Mr. 
J.  R.  Gamble,  and  comprising  the  Urban  Districts  of  Abercam  (part), 
Chepstow,  Llantarnam,  Mynyddislwyn,  and  Risca;  and  the  Rural  Dis- 
tricts of  Chepstow,  Magor,  and  St.  Mellons.

Four  cautionary  letters  were  sent  during  the  year,  by  the  Clerk  to  the  County 
Council.  All  were  on  account  of  milk  samples,  two  with  added  water,  and  wo 
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The  report  of  the  County  Analyst  for  the  year  is  as  follows: — 

“ As  required  to  do  under  the  Act,  I herewith  make  my  Annual  Report  to  you 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1920,  as  Analyst  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

During  this  period  I lmve  received  for  the  purposes  of  analysis  as  under : —

Of  the  Local  Authorities  who  submitted  samples,  the  Abersyclian  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  were  responsible  for  13,  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Council,  2,  and 
the  District  Food  Controller,  one  sample,  to  each  of  whom  the  results  respectively 
were  reported,  but  the  general  summary  includes  all. 

Milk. — There  were  802  samples  taken  which  is  very  nearly  three-fourths  of  the 
total  number,  and  which  in  my  opinion  is  not  too  great  a proportion  considering  the 
high  importance  of  this  article  of  food;  of  this  number  16  samples  were  adulterated 
with  Added  Water,  the  particulars  being  one  with  3-53  per  cent.,  one  each  4-12  per 
cent,  and  5-29  per  cent.,  3 with  5-88  per  cent.,  one  each  6-12  per  cent.,  6-35  per  cent., 
6-47  per  cent.,  7-65  per  cent.,  9-53  per  cent.,  10  per  cent.,  17-65  per  cent.,  18-59  per 
cent.,  and  for  Local  Authorities,  one  each  6-70  per;  cent,  and  10-82-  per  cent.,  this  be- 
ing equal  to  approximately  2 per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

There  were  also  19  samples  deficient  in  fat  4 percent.,  5 per  cent.,  5-33  per 
cent.,  5-66  per  cent.,  6-33  per  cent,  7 per  cent,  twice  over,  8 per  cent.,  8-66  per  cent, 
twice,  12-33  per  cent.,  13-33  per  cent,  twice,  15  per  cent.,  15-33  per  cent.,  16  per 
cent.,  20  per  cent..,  20-33  per  cent.,  and  31-66  per  cent.,  all  of  which  were  samples 
from  the  Inspectors,  equal  to  2-37  of  the  whole. 

I believe  this  is  the  first  year  in  which  we  have  not  met  with  a case  of  an  adul- 
terated milk  both  containing  added  water  and  being  further  deficient  in  fat,  and  I 
have  also  to  report  the  entire  absence  of  preservatives  and  colouring  matter  from  all 
milk  samples,  and  we  have  for  this  year  a very  satisfactory  figure  of  adulteration, 
viz.,  4-38  per  cent,  of  the  milk  samples  only  were  reported  as  adulterated.

In  each  instance  the  average  composition  is  taken  over  the  whole  of  the 
samples  received,  adulterated  samples  included,  and  I venture  to  suggest  the  gradual 
diminution  in  the  rate  of  adulteration  over  the  years  as  above  is  very  strong  evidence 
of  the  result  of  increased  vigilance  in  this  direction.  The  average  composition  is, 
however,  rather  lower  than  before,  and  for  which  reason  I adduce  the  theory  that  this 
is  prohahly  due  to  the  growing  endeavour  of  milk  raisers  to  keep  cows  which  give  big- 
volumes  of  milk  but  of  rather  poorer  quality  than  in  previous  years. 

I should  also  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  actual  amounts  of 
added  water  are  this  year  sensibly  lower  than  usual,  i.e. , we  have  not  had  such  glaring 
instances  as  in  earlier  years,  and  again  the  actual  deficiencies  in  fat  are  also  not  so  ex- 
tensive as  before,  but  both  forms  of  adulteration  appear  to  have  been  more  moderate. 

Although  not  really  coming  under  the  hood  and  Drugs  Act  I have  made  many 
examinations  of  milk  samples  bacteriologically  for  the  presence  of  dirt  and/or  patho- 
genic organisms,  and  although  seme  of  the  samples  have  shown  great  room  for  im- 
provement in  general  cleanliness,  there  has  not  been  a single  glaring  case  of  what  one 
might  term  “ dirty  milk.” 

Taking  the  results  as  a whole,  I have  to  report  a satisfactory  state  of  things 
for  the  milk  supplies,  as  evidenced  by  the  samples  received  by  me,  and  for  the  good 
of  the  community  at  large  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  1921  may  again  shew  a reduction  in 
the  rate  of  adulteration. 
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Two  condensed  milk  samples  were  examined  and  found  to  be  genuine  in  that 
they  contained  “ full  cream,”  but  I had  to  certify  against  one  as  being  unfit  for  feed 
by  reason  of  .its  being  “ blown,”  and  I have  reason  to  believe  that  this  was  taken  as  a 
fair  sample  of  a rather  heavy  consignment. 

Butter — Thirty-three  samples  were  analysed,  all  of  which  were  pure  butter  fat 
and  although  boric  acid  was  present  in  the  majority  of  cases,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  in  no  case  was  the  limit  of  0'5  per  cent,  exceeded.  One  sample  of  butter  con- 
tained a heavy  excess  of  water,  i.e.,  181  per  cent.,  and  was  the  subject  of  adverse 
reporting  by  me,  whilst  three  samples  were  certified  by  me  as  being  unfit  for  food 
owing  to  their  extreme  rancidity,  and  upon  this  latter  objection  I have  made  several 
allusions  to  you  in  my  quarterly  reports,  and,  as  you  are  aware,  this  has  been  the  sub- 
ject. of  questions  in  Parliament. 

No  samples  of  Margarine  were  taken  during  the  year,  which  in  my 
opinion  was  clearly  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors,  for  seeing  that  the  sale 
of  this  article  is  now  so  great  I think  it  highly  desirable  that  attention  be  given  here 
and  that  samples  should  be  taken  fairly  frequently.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
old  Local  Government  Board,  Analysts  are  asked  to  arrange  their  Annual  Reports  in  a 
certain  manner ; hence  to  include  the  articles  referred  to  already  we  have  802  milks 
and  35  milk  products!,  as  no  samples  of  cream  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Lard — Of  this  material  39  samples  were  analysed,  all  of  which  were  certified 
genuine,  and  were  of  undoubted  purity  and  well  within  the  suggested  limits  for  ran- 
cidity. 

Sugar — Only  one  sample  was  taken  of  this,  and  was  quite  genuine. 

Pudding  Stuffs — In  this  class  we  had  199  samples,  consisting  of  flour  57,  rice 
35,  custard  powder  27,  baking  powder  26,  egg  powder  21,  tapioca  and  table  jelly  7 
each,  blanc  mange  powder  8,  arrowroot.  4,  with  one  each  golden  syrup,  jam,  oatmeal, 
milk  pudding  powder,  cocoanut,  pearl  barley  and  chocolate  mould. 

In  this  numerous  class  I had  occasion  only  to  certify  against  one  sample — a 
baking  powder  which  contained  an  excess  of  sulphate  of  lime,  and  was  clearly  proved 
to  have  been  made  from  a most  impure  form  of  phosphate  powder  carrying  no  less 
than  50  per  cent,  of  adulteration. 

I have  also,  as  you  are  aware,  made  several  comments  upon  the  composition 
of  the  custard  and  egg  powders  which  are  commonly  sold,  in  my  various  quarterly 
reports  to  you,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  your  Clerk  I have  now  in  hand  a.  special  in- 
vestigation into  the  matter,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  handed  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  of  the  County  CounciPs  Association  with  a view  of  (if  thought 
desirable)  once  more  trying  to  interest  Parliament  in  this  somewhat  important  ques- 
tion. 
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Beverages — 22  samples)  of  cocoa,  9 of  coffee,  3 of  coffee  mixtures,  5 lemonade 
and  one  whiskey  were  analysed,  which  were  quite  satisfactory,  except  the  whiskey, 
which  came  from  the  Local  Food  Controller  and  was  over-watered.  There  were  thus 
40  samples  in  the  beverage  class. 

Spices— 54  in  number  (such  as  pepper  31,  ground  ginger  10,  mustard  6,  malt 
vinegar  3,  cinnamon  2,  mixed  spice  and  curry  powder  one  each) — all  proved  pure 
and  satisfactory,  except  for  one  sample  of  ground  ginger,  which  was  suspiciously 
near  to  being  regarded  as  containing  exhausted  ginger,  but  the  figures  did  not  quite 
warrant  a certificate  against  it,  as  there  was  the  remote  possibility  that  it  might  be 
genuine  but  of  extremely  poor  quality. 

Drugs — 12  articles  were  examined  which  could  be  classed  herein:  2 each  cam- 
phorated oil,  friar’s  balsam,  carbonate  of  soda  and  compound  licorice  powder,  with 
one  each  castor  oil,  cream  of  tartar,  flowers  of  sulphur  and  carbonate  of  magnesia 
were,  genuine  according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  except  one  sample  of  com- 
pound licorice  powder  which  contained  50  percent,  of  starch  in  place  of  sugar  was  of 
course  the  subject  of  a certificate  of  adulteration,  but  it  was  clearly  proved  to  have 
been  a “ war-time  ” sample  which  during  the  acute  shortage  of  sugar  was  pre- 
scribed to  contain  starch  instead  of  sugar,  hence  was  an  old  article,  and  had  prob- 
ably by  the  time  it  was  ultimately  sold  to  the  purchaser  lost  the  bulk  of  its  virtues, 
but  in  face  of  the  Regulations  authorising  its  altered  composition  no  further  action 
could  be  taken. 

As  coming  amongst  the  Sundries  class,  we  had  7 peas,  3 fish  pastes  and  one 
soup,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

As  usual,  each  and  every  sample  was  carefully  tested  tor  mineral  impuiities 
and  for  general  objectionable  substances,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  ad- 
verse comments  in  any  case  except  those  quoted  above,  so  that  we  ha's  e a \en  low 
figure  of  adulteration  for  this  year,  1920,  being  only  3-30  per  cent,  of  the  total 
samples  received. 

It  will  probably  be  of  interest  to  you  to  learn  that  although  outside  the  voik 
of  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  Acts  I examined  5 shaving  brushes  for  the  highh 
dangerous  Anthrax  organism,  and  in  one  of  them  the  living  spores  were  most  con 
clusively  proved.  This  brush  was  of  foreign  origin  and  was  one  of  a consignment 
which  would  thus  be  highly  dangerous  to  public  health,  but  the  remaining  tom 
brushes  were  of  British  manufacture  and  were  perfectly  normal  and  clean.

Facilities  are  offered  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  administrative 
County,  free  of  charge,  for  bacteriological  examinations,  and  the  services  of  the 
Pathologist  and  Bacteriologist  are  available  for  any  other  assistance  which  may  be 
required  in  the.  diagnosis  of  cases  of  disease.  The  following  table  shows  the  number 
of  specimens  examined  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  sputum  tests  were 
conducted  for  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association,  whilst  practically  all 
venereal  diseases  specimens  came  through  the  treatment  centre  at  the  Koyal  Gwent 
Hospital,  Newport.

A perusal  of  the  above  table  demonstrates  a.  very  marked  increase  in  the  work 
carried  on  at  the  County  Laboratory,  the  total  number  of  specimens  examined  being 
almost  double  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  increase  is  noticeable  in  all  classes  of 
specimens,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  and  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  the

general  practitioners  throughout  the  County  are  becoming  more  and  more  disposed 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  afforded,  and  to  give  their  confidence  to  the 
Laboratory. 

During  the  Autumn  there  was  a rise  in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  and  this 
necessitated  the  swabbing  of  such  school  children  as  might  have  been  in  contact  with 
any  particular  patient,  and  in  a good  many  instances  the  swabbing  of  all  the  scholars 
m the  district  where  the  case  had  occurred.  In  this  way  two  healthy  carriers  of  the 
Ivleb’s  Loeffler  Bacillus  were  detected  in  addition  to  others  who  had  passed  through 
an  attack  of  the  disease. 

The  large  increase  in  the  examinations  of  venereal  specimens  is  to  be  put  down 
to  the  exacting  nature  of  the  tests  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  before  a 
patient  can  be  discharged  as  cured.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be  recognized  that 
more  and  morel  patients  are  attending  the  Venereal  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Gwent 
Hospital,  since  the  investigation  for  the  Spironema  Pallidum  jumped  from  67  to  324, 
and  as  this  investigation  is  only  undertaken  for  diagnostic  purposes,  these  figures 
show  that  there  must  have  been  a larger  attendance  of  new  patients  suffering,  or 
suspected  of  suffering,  from  Syphilis. 

The  rest  of  the  specimens  examined  do  not  call  for  any  particular  comment. 
The  services  of  the  Pathologist  and  Bacteriologist  are  being  utilised  more  and  more 
by  the  general  practitioners  in  connection  with  consultant  work,  the  collection  of 
pathological  material  at  the  patient’s  bedside,  and  the  conducting  of  autopsies  in 
obscure  cases. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  majority  of  the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  contain  favour- 
able comments  upon  the  milk  supply  and  the  condition  of  the  dairies,  cowsheds  and 
milkshops.  The  adverse  reports  are: — 

Abertillery  Urban — The  milk  supply  was  not  sufficient  and  not  always  fresh. 
Most  of  the  milk  comes  from;  outside  the  district,  and  train  milk  quickly  soul's  owing 
to  unclean  churns  and  standing  about. 

Ebbw  Vale  Urban — The  state  of  the  sheds  and  the  cows  leaves  a good  deal  to 
be  desired  from,  the  point  of  cleanliness. 

Abergavenny  Rural — It  was  found  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  cowsheds 
were  anything  but  satisfactory. 

Magor  Rural — More  or  less  insanitary  conditions  prevail  in  the  majority  of 
the  dairies  and  cowsheds. 

Monmojjth  Rural — There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
dairies  and  cowsheds. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION,  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND 

BAKEHOUSES. 

In  the  majority  of  the  districts  of  the  County  there  is  a good  system  of  food 
inspection.  Quantities  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned  during-  the  year  in  the  Aber- 
cam,  Abergavenny,  Abersychau,  Abertillerv,  Bedwas  and  Machen,  Bedwellty, 
Blaenavon,  Ebbw  Yale,  Mynyddislwyn,  Panteg,  Rhymney,  Risc-a  and  Tredegar 
Urban  areas.  ISTo  food-stuffs  were  condemned  in  any  of  tlie  Rural  areas.  There  is 
no  system  of  food  inspection  in  the  Llantarnam  or  Llanfrechfa  Upper  Urban 
Districts. 

The  slaughterhouses  and  bakehouse  appear  to  have  been  periodically  in- 
spected in  all  the  districts.  Several  Medical  Officers  of  Health  advocate  the 
provision  of  public  abattoirs.
